Words with Genitive in -utos

1. Verbal adjectives of the type iJ/u/Spcis. — This type has been dis- 
cussed in connection with that of irpo@ki)s (above, pp. 173 ff.), with 
mention of the more obvious derivatives belonging to it, namely, 
those in -/JXcos, -yvus, -Aocos, -rpws, -arpus, -tttus. 

Two other verbal adjectives are formed by analogy from apparent 
roots in -co: azures' ol ju?) els ra evvearwra irapdires Hesych., from 
fco-, originally fw<r-, of ifanivos, etc. (cf. efwjuew irapovres. h-oipai 
Hesych.); 2 &/3ws - '6.<j£oyyos Hesych., which, in spite of the accent 
given, is not from *a(3oas, but formed from the contracted $a- of 
i&aaa, etc. 3 

Substantive forms from roots in w are: 8&s Hes. Op. 354 (nom. 
only); vX&s 'swimmer,' name of a fish, Ath. 288 B, etc.; evp&s 'mold,' 
probably from e-Fpo>-T (root uer-, Skt. var- 'cover'), 4 and the name of 
the Spartan EiXwres probably from k-Fthu-T, with prothetic vowel 
and a form of the root seen in a\i<7Kop.aL, aXuvat, &Xwr6s. 5 <£ws 'man,' 
which has r-infiection from the earliest time, probably belongs here, 
rather than with the following having secondary t, but its derivation 
is uncertain. 6 

2. Nouns with secondary r-inflection, like yi\oK. — In Homer there 
are no r-forms of 7e\cos, epws, or Idp&x; and xpw has only once xpwroy, 
twice ace. xp&t', beside usual XP°6s, xpoa. Of these, yi\u>s and Ipwj

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are inherited s-stems (cf. yeXaaros, ipaarfc), parallel to Lat. honos, 
etc., and were originally inflected in Greek like the feminines aidas, 
■fj&s. The original stem of xp«s is uncertain, but it was probably 
diphthongal, with nom. -us from -ois (cf. Lat. res, Skt. ras, from 
*reis), gen. -oos from -oios. ISp&s is based upon an earlier *l8-po- 
with suffix -ro- (cf. Lett. pi. sioidri 'sweat'), 1 but was drawn into the 
same type as XP&*- 2 

But after Homer they regularly have r-inflection. Thus: 

yekus, yiKcoros in Herodotus and in Attic writers, except that the 
poets have ace. sg. yeKuv beside yeKoyra. The compounds show occa- 
sional forms of the Attic second declension, as KarayeKuv Ar. Eq. 
319, Philost. 303, ace. pi. Kkavalyekws Xen. Hell. 7. 2. 9, ace. pi. 
<j>i\6ye\o)s Theophr. ap. Ath. 261, d. But the r-inflection is usual, 
as KarayeXura Aesch. Ag. 1264, fidvyeKcora h. Horn. 17.37, <f>ikoy£ki>>Tas 
Plat. Civ. 388, e, Kkavaiy&oyra Dem. Phal. 28, Apollod. ap. Ath. 591c, 
Kkav<ny£b.oxnv Plut. Mor. 1097f, vfipiyeharas and aiaxpoy&MTas 
Manetho 4. 280, 283, eyepovyeXwri Anth. Pal. 11. 60, cj>iKoirov\oyi- 
Xwra Anth. Pal. 5. 243. 3 

ipax, tpuros in Simon., Pindar, Hdt., h. Horn., Aesch., Soph., 
Eur., and all Attic prose (ace. sg. 'ipuv only in late poets) : The com- 
pounds show the same inflection, as Svaepuras Thuc. 6. 13, kvrepcara 
Plato Phaedr. 255 d, etc. Inflection according to the Attic second 
declension, as given by Choeroboscus 1. 252. 7 (quoted in footnote 3), 
is not otherwise attested. 

With the exception of dvaepus, avrepcas, and ircuSepcos (Teleclid., 
Meineke 2. 378=7rai5epa<rri7J, Alex., Meineke 3. 423 'rouge'), the 
compounds are very late. Several are names of plants, as xcuSepcos 
Plin. N.H. 22. 76, Paus. 2. 10. 5, Diosc. 3. 19, avaKap.if'ipus Plin. N.H.

iSpwj, Idpwros in Hes., Soph., Ar., etc., and in all Attic prose: 
So also in compounds, as evidpures, dvaidpcares Theophr. fr. 9. 20, 
ace. pi. neut. eviSpura Aristot. Prob. 2. 17. 

Xpcoj, xpuros: while forms of the older, and usual Homeric, 
inflection, gen. xpobs, etc., continue in use in poetry (in Euripides 
they are about twice as common as the r-forms), and Herodotus has 
once xpot, the r-inflection, occuring already in Homer, Hesiod 
(xpwTCt Op. 555), and Pindar (xpwra, XP^ri beside xpot), is uniform 
in Attic and later prose, except for the Attic phrase iv xpw. The 
compounds likewise regularly have the r-inflection, though a few 
occur only in poetical forms of the older type, as raiitaixpoa. Horn., 
yXavKoxpoa Pind., cbraX6xpoos Hes., h. Horn., Theogn., and Herodotus 
also has peXayxPo« (2. 104). 

The secondary r-inflection in these four nouns must have its 
source in the inherited r-inflection of the verbal adjectives in -<!*, 
in spite of the fact that the analogy is a purely formal one, without 
semantic support. Semantic association would be easier for the 
adjective compounds, but the evidence is against our assuming that 
the r-inflection started in them. 

Y&Xws seems to have been affected by >&.«$, etc., in late times. 
At least Herodian (2. 234. 9) gives gen. yaku and -ydXwros. 

/c6AX«res, name of a kind of stone in Egypt (Ps. Plut. defluv. 16. 2), 
presumably represents an Egyptian word, but whether the r had any 
basis in the native form is unknown. 

3. Compounds in -xepws. — The adjective compounds in -nepas 
from -Kepaos regularly follow the Attic second declension, and r-forms 
are unknown in Attic. The earliest example of the secondary 
r-inflection is duiipuTa h. Horn. 17. 2. Similar forms of eleven other 
compounds occur in late writers, as pivoKepuras Strabo 774, pivoKe- 
purros Ael. N.H . 17. 44 (so rhinoceros, -otis regularly in Latin authors), 
aegocerotis Lucr. 5. 614, axyoKtpona Jul. Orat. 4. 156 a, platycerotas 
and strepsiceroti Plin. N.H. 11. 124, oto/cepwrej, rerpaKepwrej, and 
evpvKepoxras Opp. Cyn. 2. 96, 2. 378, 3. 2, oXiyoKepoiras and ewcepuros 
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Geopon. 18. 1. 3, povoKtpuruv LXX Ps. 21. 22, monocerotem Plin. 
N.H. 8. 76, apyucepuras Diod. Sic. 7. 17.

4. The neuters ovs, ut6s, 0cos, <j>utos. — These have no historical 
connection with other words in gen. -cotos. ut6s is contracted from 
earlier ovaros, for which see above, p. 24. cos in two koivt) inscrip- 
tions (BCH. 2. 322, Delos; IG. 7. 3498 Oropus) may be a genuine 
Ionic form = Dor. cos (Theocr. 11. 32), but may also be a new forma- 
tion to cot6s, etc. faros is formed to <f>us after its contraction from 
c&aos. 

5. Personal names. — There is no productive type of personal 
names in -cos, -utos parallel to that in -ris, -tjtos. Only epcos and 
YeXcos play any r61e, and that not until late times. Tikus, "Epcos, and 
a dozen ending in -epus are quotable as men's names, but all from 
the Roman period. 1 Thus the Attic inscriptions of the Roman 
imperial period collected in IG. 3 show Tekus (11 times), "Epos (30), 
'Avrepus (7), 'Epfiepus (13), Moixrepcos (1), Ni/cepcos (4), Nujtc&epcos (1), 
ILaidipus (6), Swepcos (3), $iXepcos (29), Xpvaipus (13). 2 TeXcos I 
have not found elsewhere, but "Epcos and most of the compounds 
named occur also in late inscriptions of other parts of Greece, 
<&iX«pcos being the most widespread, Nucepcos, 'Eppipus, and Xpvaipus 
next. Furthermore, we find Ilcwepcos at Naples (cf. also Suet. Ner. 
30), IG. 14. 734, Ileiflepcos at Thespiae IG. 7. 1777 (which also con- 
tains 'AvTepcos and $ikipus; 1776 has Mowrepcos), AXiTrepcos in Asia 
Minor, Papers Am. School at Athens 2. No. 170, and OaXcwcrepcos 
Alciphr. 1. 18. MeXtxpws occurs IG. 5. 958, 959, but with gen. 
MeXixp&w- For late Greek forms like AiroXXcos, AjtoXXcotos, see 
above, p. 186. 

6. Other proper names. — As the name of a god only "Epcos is early, 
later followed by 'Avripus, Paus., Ovid., etc. Ilrepcos Plat. Phaedr.

1 Not included are the numerous foreign proper names in -wj, -firot (-us, -wtos) , 
for which cf. above, p. 186. It will be understood that in the case of words in which 
the r-inflection is secondary the reference is to the first appearance of the word in 
this inflection. Of compounds in -nipus only those are listed which are quotable with 
r-inflection. But compounds in -ISpus, -ipan, and -xpw, since in these T-infiection had 
become the normal one, are listed in full, including some which are quotable only 
in the nominative singular, and also, in the case of -%pus, the few (distinguished by 
parentheses) which are quotable only in the type without r. Proper names are listed 
without references, as, for the very few not to be found in Pape, these have been 
given in the text.
